Few men, if any, of his time had seen 
more adventures, had more hairbreadth 
escapes, or lived more crowded hours of 
glorious life than Mr, Alexander Hill Gray, 
who died on Sunday at his beautiful house, 
Beaulieu, Newbridge Hill, Bath. 

Ninety-one years of age, he had sought for 
the past thirt ' years to live in rpetual 
sunshine, spending every summer in Gngiand, 
and meee Ó every winter to his island home 
it Santa Maria, in the Azores, of which he 
was the un¢rowned king. Of Scottish family, 
his ancestral home being at Little Dunkeld, 
on the Tay, Mr. Hill Gray was born at 
Government House, Calcutta, once the resi- 
dence of Warren Hastings, and educated at 
Stonyhurst, Lancashire, with Lord Arundel, 
Lord Clifford, and Lord Herries Hewitson. 

The history of that college shows that, 
as long ago as 1870, Hill Gray had roamed 
the five Continents, and in a recent work, 
entitled ‘‘ Sixty Years Ago,’’ he told stories 
of his adventures. He served as civilian 
interpreter to the British troops throughout 
the Indian Mutiny. His subsequent adven- 
tures included prospecting for gold and 
diamonds in Africa, hunting for rubies in 
torneo, for emeralds in Siberta. One of his 
journeys was a thousand mile trek by camel, 
nother thousand miles was by: mountain 
track and pass and rope bridge in the 


Himalayas. 
VISIT TO TIBET. 

He penetrated into Tibet long before Savage 
Landor and Younghusband. He was at- 
tacked and robbed in the Holy Land, and 
carried his life in his hands constantly in

SCHEME TO BE PREPARED. 

The Secretary of the Imperial Airwavs. 
Ltd., London, writing to the Clerk of the 
Killarney Urban Council says:—*‘We are 
very much interested to receive your letter, 
and to read that the establishing of an aéro- 
drome at Killarney is under consideration. 
Whilst we are always prepared to 
carry out special flights to any 
town near an aerodrome, and, in 
fact, have made many special flights to 
towns in Ireland, although not to Killarnev. 
the operation of a regular service to Killarney 
does present some difficulty. 

- the service were operated by land 
‘planes, to avoid the long sea crossing, it 
would be necessary to fly by the Northern 
route, which would add to the time taken: 
but as the service would still gain appreciably 
over the rail and boat, this is not a great 
disadvantage. The great difficulty is one of 
finance. A regular service could not be 
operated if its sole means of support was pas 
senger fares and freight. Some guaranteed 
form of revenue, either by means of subsidy, 
mail contract or guaranteed loads would be 
required. It is only by outside assistance of 
this kind that Germany, for example, is able 
to maintain so many internal services The 
amount of assistance required naturally de- 
pends upon the frequency of the service, the 
size of aircraft required, and other factors.

A one-act play; .‘‘ The Drapier Letters,” 
Mr. Arthur Power’s first venture in writing 
for the stage, had its initial production at 
the Abbe Theatre last night. The audience 
that, filled every part of the house met with 
a disappointment, and there was no “call”’ 
for the author after the final curtain. 

The play, as its title suggests, deals with 
the Wood ha’pence episode in Irish history, 
out of which Dean Swift arose as a popular 
national figure. .It offers a good subject 
for simple, straight dramatic treatment, but 
Mr. Arthur Eower has not grasped its possi- 
bilities. Even the experienced bbey 
plavers could not make those dry bones live. 

The action takes place in the poorly fur- 
nished’ room of' Mrs. Cafferty in, a Dublin 
slum. -For some reasons, never made eo 
eonvincing, her daughter, Mary Bridget, is 
in the secret of the authorship of the Dra- 
pier letters. A few semi-drunken women 
do some rough comedy that leads nowhere, 
the soldiers come in ‘‘on information re- 
ceived’ that’ the wanted Drapier is in 
hiding there, and Mary Bridget “is fatally 
wounded when they fire a shot. to force a 
door that there is no apparent reason for 
keeping closed. As she lies on the stage 
dying—a ‘vonderfully unconcerned and easy 
death—she makes a long and unintelligible 
speech. The one fact brought out in this 
impossible scene is that it was Mary Bridget 
who inspired Swift to write the letters. How 
she did it, and why, are left to the imagina- 
tion. 

Miss Richards. was set an impossible task, 
and could do nothing with it, and even Mr. 
Carolan could notgwarm up in his favourite 
portrayal of a well-built and impressively 
uniformed military man. The dialogue is 
poor, the comedy cheap, and the audience 
condemned the play by cold silence. 

“ Arms and the Man,” which followed, 
was particularly well done. The only change 
in the regular cast was that Mr. Carolan 
played Mr. M. J. Dolan’s usual part of Paul 
Petkoff—and played it well.

The acting of Doris Kenyon as the ill- 
used young wife is above the average, and 
Warner Baxter as the strong young man is 
also very convincing. The other parts are 
also well: filled. Some of the scenes in the 
court and the jail seem rather far-fetched ; 
it is an American court and jail, and possibly 
nothing is surprising there.

The Rhineland. 


The result of the interchange of opinions 
between London and Paris on the subject 
of the Rhineland occupation is being 
awaited with anxious interest on the 
Continent. These conversations have been 
in progress for some time, and a decision 
is expected in the near future. It is a 
difficult problem. Under the Treaty cf 
Versailles the Allies were given the right 
to occupy the Rhenish provinces for a 
period of fifteen years. It was stipulated 
that their withdrawal should take place 
in three stages at intervals of five years, 
and the first stage already has been com- 
pleted with the evacuation of the Cologne 
bridgehead by the British troops. The 
Allies marched into the Rhineland in 
order to secure the payment of German 
reparations. Another generation must 
pass before the burden of Jawes instal- 
ments will drop from Germany’s 
shoulders, but nobody in his senses 
imagines that Allied soldjers can be kept 
on the Rhine for the next fifty years. 
In pressing for a complete withdrawal of 
the armies of occupation the German 
Government argues that in this case the 
will must be taken for the deed: Ger- 
many’s acceptance ‘of the Dawes scheme, 
it contends, was tantamount to fulfilment 
of the reparation clauses of the treaty. 
Herr Stresemann. declares that during the 
negotiations which preceded the signing of 
the Locarno Pact the Allied Ministers 
promised him that immediate steps would 
be taken to reduce the size of the occupy- 
ing armies, and he is calling upon them 
now to make their promise good. 

The present strength of the combined 
armies of occupation is about 69,000 men, 
of whom 56,000 are French: There are 
7,000 British and 6,000 Belgian troops. 
The French Government has set its face 
resolutely against any substantial reduc- 
tion in these figures; but it has gone so 
far as to say that, if Britain and Belgium 
desire a reduction, they can reduce their 
own armies, leaving France mistress of 
the Rhine. France’s attitude is based on 
a conception of the purpose.of the Rhenish 
occupation which differs radically from 
that of Britain.and Belgium. M. Poincaré 
takes the view that the primary object of 
the Allied troops on the Rhine is to pro- 
vide a guarantee of French security—that 
they are there, in fact, to protect the 
North-East frontier of the Republic. 
Britain’s original proposal was that the 
French Army of Occupation should be re- 
duced by 11,000 men, while the British and 
Belgian forces between them should be cut 
down by 3,000 men. The French War 
Office ridiculed this proposal, declaring 
that it could not consent, in any circum- 
stances, to a French establishment of less 
than 50,000 men on the Rhine. Britain 
and Belgium have no wish to keep 
their troops on the Rhine; but they 
say, very properly, that the only excuse 
for the Allied occupation is the fact that it 
still is international, and that the presence 
of British and Belgian troops provides 
some check on the activities of the more 
ardent militarists in France. Germany 
shares this view. She would prefer the 
status quo to any change which would 
increase the ratio of French to Anglo- 
Belgian troops. | 

The Germans must accept some blame 
in the. matter. The military party in 
Germany. has made no secret. of its desire 
to have a war of revenge at the earliest 
' possible moment, and to that end all sorts 
of subterranean activities have been in 
progress. Sensible folk, who know that 
a modern army cannot be produced like 
a rabbit from a cdnjuror’s hat, are not 
‘inclined to regard the Junkers’ plans very 


seriously ; but we hardly can expect the’

as anirritant. Its chief purpose has been 
fulfilled, and we hope earnestly that the

Rail and Road. 


The Free State railways, threatened by 
the increasing competition of road trans- 
port, received relief from the Railways 
(Road Motor Services) Act, which was 
passed by the Oireachtas in the present 
year. It empowers them to provide and 
run their own motor services on any 
routes which ang approved by the Yinistry 
of Industry and Commerce. ‘‘ The public 
interest ’’. will be the: Minister’s chief 
guide in the approval of routes, and im- 
portant developments under the Act are 
expected in the immediate future. The 
English railway companies, faced with an 
even more serious competition, demand a 
like privilege from Parliament. At 
present, while a huge and energetic 
rivalry is eating formidably into their 
traffic, both in passengers and goods, they 
are permitted to run only such road ser- 
vices as form a complementary part of a 
railway journey. Their case for a free hand 
on the roads is based on their contribu- 
tion, in the form of rates, to the main- 
tenance.of the roads. They argue that 
they are the largest individual bearers of 
this burden, and that, in effect, the 
heavy motor car industry, which causes 
most of the damage that is done to the 
roads, is being subsidised out of the rates. 
It is probable that, sooner or later, Par- 
liament will grant the railways’ claim, 
especially since they contend that, with 
the facilities which they desire, they 
would be able to co-operate with the road 
concerns in the provision of a better and 
cheaper system of transport services. 
Obviously, if the concession of road rights 
to the railways should\result only in the 
intensification of the -present conflict, 
more or less unorganised, for goods and 
passengers, an almost intolerable state of 
affairs might be created. Even in 
Ireland, with its fewer inhabitants and 
lack of industrial centres, the congestion 
of road traffic is a serious problem. 
In England the increasing congestion is 
an increasing cause of delays and acci- 
dents. Indeed, The Times foresees such a 
condition of the roads as may drive a 
large volume of passengers and goods back 
to the railways. That, however, as it 
observes, would be a poor sort of solution. 
The new traffic of the roads has developed 
swiftly in a wholly haphazard fashion, 
and there is no doubt that much of the 
fierce competition is misdirected and 
chaotic. Closer co-operation between rail 
and road transport is essential; but that 
reform will not put the country’s trans- 
port requirements on a soundly economic 
basis unless it is accompanied by drastic 
measures to eliminate wasteful effort. 
Mr. William Graham, who was a Minister 
in the late Labour Government, has sug- 
gested an early and impartial inquiry into 
the whole problem. Such an inquiry is 
demanded by the plight of English in- 
dustry, and it is demanded not less 
urgently here by the plight of the Free 
State’s agriculture. If the Free State 
Government continues to ignore the need 
of scientific co-ordination between rail and 
road transport, the recent Act may bring 
small benefit to the railways and still 


smaller benefit to the farmers.

The Fascist Way. 


After September 1st only workers who 
can produce a regular contract from a 
foreign employer or a satisfactory cause 
to join relations abroad will be granted 
passports from Italy. As the intending 
emigrant scarcely ever has an opportunity 
to make such a contract, 
interpretation of “satisfactory reasons ” 
would rest with the Fascist authorities, 
it seems that emigration from Italy hence- 
forth will be very small. Signor Mussolini, 
addressing the Chamber a few months ago, 
said that Italy could find work for all 
her sons, and that the restrictions imposed 
on Italian immigration by the United 
States could be countered “by an effort 
of Fascist will.’’ “ Fascist will” hag per- 
formed wonders, and it will be admitted 
readily that, under Signor Mussolini's 
régime, the economic position of Italy, 
and consequently her capacity to afford 
employment to her people, has improved. 
Italy, however, is densely populated, and 
probably in no other country in Europe 
is the population increasing so rapidly. 
In 1924 there were 408,000 emigrants, In 
the first six months 6f 1927 there were 
54,378, and it may be assumed that the 
number which will be allowed to leave 
every half-year in future will be yet. 
smaller. Not even a Fascist State could 
adapt itself so quickly to the smooth 
absorption of so great a surplus, and the 
result inevitably must be a considerable 
increase of unemployment. The right 
of the United States to define the number 
of foreigners who may be admitted, and 
the conditions with which they must 
comply, scarcely can be contested; but 
the prohibition of emigration by any 
country is economically unsound and 
unjust. It is an attempt’ to begin at the 
wrong end, by dealing with an effect, not 
with a cause. Emigration from the Irish 
Free State in recent years undoubtedly 
has been excessive—in propertion to 
population, probably as great as the 
emigration from Italy in 1924—but_ it 
cannot be curtailed suddenly (or “ re- 
formed altogether.” as some appear to 
think) by any effort of the will. Tt will 
decrease only when the young citizens no.

Because man uses machinergs 
far more than he used it in the past, the 
nature of man must be more mechanical ; 
and, contrariwise, it is assumed by Signor 
Azari and his friends that machines must 
be more human in the age of Mussolini 
than in the age of Lorenzo de Medici. 
Life always will have the comedy of. the 
utterly unexpected. Even when, in our 
political metaphors, we speak of the 
'“party machine,” we must allow for 
developments entirely unforeseen by the 
engineer.

One festive week pa:ses, with us in Dublin, 
into another. ‘‘ Horse Show ' has gone, but 
in September Civic Week is yet to come.

in Dublin to-day. I tried a shop that had 
no prices marked in the window. They 
wera the same. '' They are very dear,” I 
said. “ They are the first,” replied the fruit 
fairy. ‘‘ Nonsense,’’ said I; ‘‘plums have 
been in a long time.’’ Whereon she said: 
“These are the English plums—the first 
English plums.” I reflected gloomily that 
ac in England and plums that come from 
tngland must be (as many other things are 
supposed to be} very different; for those same 

lums must now be about fourpence in 
“ngland. 

I passed on. I came to other food-shops. 
Nearly everywhere, as well as food, there was 
an abundance of flies. That cannot be helped. 
It is the height of the fly season; but the 
flies had been given the freedom of the Dub- 
lin food. They crawled over everything. 
Certainly grocers had defended themselves 
from them-—butter and bacon were sheltered 
from their attacks by white muslin. 

Not so in cake-shops, especially in those 
where the issues are confused—that is, where 
you may drink tea in the shop and buy 
cakes at the counter, jam also and even 
butter. As I came to one of these, I de- 
cided that I must buy biscuits. I entered 
and was shown a mound of biscuits uncovered 
to the day. Flies worked as busily as ants 
among them. I remarked upon it. “Oh, 
we are very particular here,” said the fly 
fairy with rising wrath; ‘‘do you know that 
those biscuits are changed every morning? 
We would never offer anything that was in 
the window any longer to a customer. We 
are most particular about things being clean.” 
“They could not be very clean,” said I, in 
a low and cowardly voice, ‘‘and be in the 
window all day. Flies,” I added, wondering 
which ‘were currants and which were flies, 
“get at them.” Yet I crowned my vacilla- 
tion by buying a quarter of a lb. of mixed 
fly and currant. e 

I came to a dairy next. Here also the 

issues were confused. Milk, cream, eggs, 
butter, of course, were sold, and loaves; but 
also cakes. I turned the handle. The dairy 
was locked. I looked at my watch. It was 
after one. I looked through the glass door. 
Perhaps, they had only just gone—it was a 
few minutes after one—and would return to 
the shop; but no—except for one living 
being that I noticed as I looked back the 
second time, the shop was empty. On the 
counter the cakes had been set in a glass 
dish. There were chocolate-covered cakes, 
pink iced ones, cakes with butter-cream, pink 
and white cakes. Above them a striped bod 
was bent. A cat feasted silently, sadisterbed. 
I mentioned it in the shop next door. They 
were amazed, horrified, amused. ran 
She eating all the cakes?” they asked.

We regret to announce the death of Lord 
Penrhyn, which took place in London yes- 
terday. 

As a sportsman, Lord Penrhyn followed 
his father in a remarkable way, says 7'Ae 
Times. Like his father, he was Master. of 
the Grafton, and held that office for fourteen 
years; for the first four years in conjunc- 
tion with Mr. A. J. Robartes, and for the 
remaining ten years by himself. On his 
father’s death he succeeded him as a member 
of the Jockey Club, and here it may be said 
that in his term as Steward, which occurred 
at a time when the responsibilities of the offiee 
were exceptionally serious, he gave signal 
proof of sound judgment.

Before that he had owned a few horses in 
a dae with General E. W. D. Baird, 
who was his contemporary at Eton. 

Though Lord. Penrhyn bought and bred 
generously, he did not, especially at first, have 
much better fortune than his father, who was 
never prominent in the list of winning owners.

Unemployment /nsurance. 


During the autumn session the Govern- 
ment will introduce legislation on the 
lines unanimously recommended by the 
Blanesburcgh Committee, which, in short, 
wil} modify benefits under unemployment 
insurance. The Socialist Party is pro 
foundly dissatisfie’ with the spirit of 
compromise which brought about acree- 
ment in that Committee, and intends at 
the forthcoming congress to challenge the 
action of its three representatives in not’ 
producing a minority report. Indeed, one 
resolution on the agenda goes as far as 
definite censure. ‘The representatives in- 
volved are Miss Margaret Bondfield, AIT, 
who was Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Labour in the Socialist 
Government; Mr. Frank Hodges, and Mr 
A. E. Holmes, Secretary of the Printing 
Trades’ Federation. As an alternative to 
the Government’s proposals the congress 
will be asked to affirm that there should 
be full State responsibility for the 
maintenance of unemployed on a non- 
contributory basis and funds to be ad- 
ministered through the trade unions. 


The Frogress of Trade. 


Throughout the country, as a whole, 
fhere has been a gradual improvement in 
Britain’s stable traces, though unemplo 
ment is still with us to the extent of over 
a million. Those figures, however, are 
slowly diminishing; but there always will 
be a surplus of unemployables and work- 
shys. Progress, no doubt, has been 
retarded by existing conditions in the 
coalfields, where things are anything but 
well, and the position in the industry is 
being exploited for all it is worth by those 
whose self-interest demands trouble rather 
than peace. On the Clyde tonnage under 
construction shows an increase compared 
with last year, though many yards’ are 
idle or working short time. In most of 
the great industrial centres the outlook 
is promising, and, given freedom from 
trade disputes and disturbances, there 
should be a quick return to pre-war 
prosperity. 


Army Manceuvres. 


Military operations at present in progress 
on Salisbury Plain must not be confused 
with the Army s divisional training, which 
is on the point of starting. The former 
is a “try-out” of the experimental, all 
mechanised force to test the increase 
mobility to be obtaimed by the employ 
ment of machines in the field, and the 
advantage of petrol over the anima’ for 
all draught. No manceuvres, in the 
proper sense of the word. will be held 
this year on the score of expense, the 
nearest approach to them being the inter 
divisional exercises to be held in the 
Thames Valley. For this season's train 
ing of the Regular troops £130,000 has 
been allotted, a considerable drop com 
pared with 1913, when the bill was no less 
than £213.000, which, in view of the 
changed value of money, might be put at 


£550,000 to-day.

ARMS FOR RIFFTANS, 
From Our Own Conursponvenr. 


PARIS, Monday. 

Documents showing that Volkoff, the 
Soviet Military Attaché ‘in Paris, and 
Krestinsky, the Soviet Ambassador in 
Berlin, arranged to furnish arms and 
ammunition, and even officers, to aid the 
Moroccans’ war against France and Spain 
are published by the French newspaper 
Le Matin in an article which links up 
the Soviet Government, the Third Inter- 
national, and the Arcos Trading Company 
of.-London in a widespread scheme to 
defeat the French and Spanish in 
Moroceo. 

On January 4th, 1927, the “Red” 
Communist International of Paris, accor 
ing to Le Matin, despatched an order 
(No, 48) to Comrade Gallaher in London, 
charging him to procure for the Riffians 
8,500 Winchester rifles. On January 8th 
the documents shuw that Galluher wrote 
to Volkoff at Paris that everything was 
being taken care of by a firm at Dundee, 
and by a German shipping concern con- 
tracting for delivery. 

Eight days later (January 16th) Am- 
bassador Kroastinsky notified VolkoT frum 
Berlin—the letter being carried in ‘he 
régular diplomatic bag—that special 
German ‘officers had been found to aid 
in the work among the Riffians. 

“Major Jurgens and Captain Engel- 
hardt will take charge of the recruiting,” 
wrote the Russian Ambassador, adding: 
“Jurgens has received from the German 
General Staff important informatien on 
Morocco.” 

Numerous exchanges of letters followed 
between London, Paris and Berlin, con- 
tinues Le Matin’s article, and on January 
29th, 1927, Gallaher was able to write to 
Volkoff in Paris that he had received 
10,000 pesetas from the Arcos Trading 
Company, and had been able to add 
several cases of grenades of the same type 
as used by the British Army. What 
happened to the shipment Ze Matin does 
not explain, but it declares that the 
following letters from Gallaher to Volkoff 
tell of misapprehension, because the spot 
chosen for the debarkation of the cargo 
was being closely watched by British 
agents. 

How closely the Soviet Attaché in Paris 
followed the Moroccan events is shown 
by Le Matin quoting a letter of March 
18th, written on the stationery of the 
Military Attaché at the Embassy. “I 
want you to know,” he wrote to Comrade 
Arkassoff, the military representative of 
the Soviet Republic at Morocco, “that in 
conforming with the special order of the 
Revolutionary Commitee you must occupy 
yourself mostly with the revolting tribes, 
and reinforce them as much as possible. 
Try to co-ordinate the better efforts of 
the native soldiers, in order to arrive at 
a more tangible result. Only thus can 
we obtain the execution of the first part 
of our general plan.” 

To the letter is appended a report on 
the actual military situation in Morocco

CHAPLIN DIVORCE 
SETTLEMENT. 


£125,000 FOR WIFE.

Tt is announced that the divorce suit 
brought by Mrs. Chaplin against Mr. 


The settlement, which was reached out 
of court, gave Mrs. Chaplin 625,000 dollars 
(about £125,000) and the custody of the 
two children. Mr. Charles Chaplin was 
not present when the case was called, and 
after brief testimony had been given in 
order to establish the formal charge of 
cruelty, his wife was granted an interlocu- 
tory degree of divorce. 

Only ‘three witnesses appeared, Mrs. 
Chaplin herself, who declared that her 
husband had caused her mental anguish ; 
Miss Helen Delaine, a friend; and Mrs. 
Spicer. The testimony given was not’ in- 
teresting, and the judge specifically 
warned the attorneys that he would not 
permit certain evidence. 

The cash payment received by Mrs. 
Chaplin settled all property rights out- 
standing between the two parties. 

The Court assembled at 7.30 p.m. (Lon- 
don time), prior to which no formal 
announcement of any kind was made. The 
settlement also provided for the creation 


of a 200,000 dollars trust fund for the two 


children, the interest to be paid to Mrs. 
Chaplin as their legal guardian for their 
support, maintenance, and educ:’ion. The 
principal of the fund is to go to the 
children when the younger reaches the age

MARINES LAND AT 
NANKING. 


PROTECTING £2,000,000 
BRITISH PROPERTY.

PEKING, Monday. 

One hundred marines were landed yes- 
terday from H.M.S. Hawkins, the flag- 
ship of Vice-Admiral Sir Reginald Tyr- 
whitt, Commander-in-Chief China Station, 
for the protection of the International 
Export Company’s property at Nanking. 

During previous crises the company’s 
huge premises were used as a rendezvous by 
foreigners in the city owing to their posi- 
tion on the river bank and the proximity 
to. warships anchored in the stream. 
Subsequent to the iNanking outrages the 
premises were vacated, and stores to the 
value of several million dollars were looted, 
and damage was done to the machinery. 

In view of the probability of a struggle 
for the possession of Nanking, and 
previous experience of the inability of the 
Chinese forces to accord protection, it has 
been deemed advisable to take independent 
measures to prevent further damage to 
this important British property valued at 
£2 ;000,000. 

With the return of Sir Miles Lampson, 
British Minister in Peking, last night, 
and of Mr. Yoshizawa, the Japanese 
Minister, to-night, it is expected that the 
question of the new ‘duties which the 
Nanking Government has announced it 
wil] impose from September Ist will 
receive early attention. 


HANKOW ABANDONED.

NATIONAL GOVERNMENT'S 
DECISION. 


From Our Own CorRRESPONDENT. 
PEKING, Monday. 

Following the virtual collapse of the 
Nanking Government as the result of 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek’s retire- 
ment, comes the abandonment of Hankow 
by the Radical Kuomintang section, which 
is preparing to defend Nanking against 
the bombardment of Marshal Sun Chuan- 
fang’s Army. i 

The latter is now attempting to cross 
the Yangtse 12 miles below Nanking, and 
two divisions of the former Generalissimo’s 
Army have been despatched in an attempt 
to hold up Marshal Sun’s advance. 

The abandonment of Hankow is due not 
only to the necessity of preserving Nanking 
as the key to Shanghai, but more largely 
to the untenable conditions at Hankow, 
owing to the financial policy. 

Proclamations have been posted at 
Hankow ordering the transfer of the 
Nationalist Government and the Kuomin- 
tang Executive to Nanking. 


ARMY OF DEFENCE. 

General Tang Shen-chi has arrived at 
Kiukiang from Hankow, where he is form 
ing an army for the defence of Namking. 

The Peking Government are apparently 
making no move to support Marshal Sun 
Chuan-fang with troops in sufficient force 
to effect the Yangtse crossing owing to the 
danger of their communications being cut 
by the Christian General. cm 

Apparently Marshal Chang Tso-lin is 
unwilling to risk his troops southward 
until the success of Marshal Sun Chuan- 
fang’s effort to capture Shanghai by land 
and sea attacks is assured. 

Owing to the danger to Shanghai from 
the impending moves, the British Minister 
has hurriedly returned to Peking from 
Wei Hai Wei, and the American naval 
force is sending the flagship Pittsburgh 
from Chefoo to Shanghai. 

The Hankow Finance ‘ Ministry has 
ordered all the surtaxes and inland taxes 
to be paid in silver dollars, thus virtaully 
repudiating the central bank notes, which 
are rapidly depreciating both in Hankow 
and Canton. 

SILVER EMBARGO. 

Owing to the non-removal of the 
embargo on silver shipments, serious hard- 
ships are being inflicted on all the busi- 
ness conducted in the Upper Yangtse 
area. 

The embargo is strangling trade, and 
prices are mounting rapidly. Many food- 
shops are closed, and this is causing 
apprehension that disorders will result 
among the poorer classes as the pinch of 
poverty is felt. |

WASHINGTON, Monday. 

Regardless of the interpretation which 
may be placed upon President Coolidge’s 
statement, that he does not ‘‘ choose ” to 
be a candidate for the next Presidential 
election, political observers seem to 
agree that the outcome of the Convention 
contest will remain in doubt almost until 
the final roll call of delegates. 

There is‘a conviction that President 
Coolidge will flatly decline to perinit the 
use of his name on the State primary 
ballots. This would be in keeping with 
his expressed disinclination to be a candi- 
date. It would not necessarily make it 
impossible for the Convention spon- 
taneously to draft him as its nominee, 

With a situation of this sort the re- 
nomination of the President can be 
brought about by the action of uanin- 
structed delegates, whose original choice 
proved to have no chance. The field will 
be so split up, miany Republicans believe, 
as to make it impossible for any candi- 
date to go to the Convention with a 
majority of pledged delegates. 


MR. COOLIDGE’S SELECTION. 

Those who see the possibility of the 
eventual choice of Mr. Coolidge expect a 
number of early ballots to be taken to try 
out the strength of the various active 
candidates. The selection of Mr. Coolidge 
would come, they think, only if it ap- 
peared evident that no candidate had such 
evidences of public sentiment at the back 
of him as to make him as good a vote- 
getter on election day as the President. 

Politicians expect that almost as many 
candidates will be in the running as was 
the case at the Republican Convention of 
1916, which resulted in the nomination of 
Mr. Charles E. Hughes. At that. time 
there had been an active movement on be- 
half of Mr. Hughes, then a Justice of the 
Supreme Court; but without his sanction. 
A long list of active candidates, most of 
them “' favourite sons,” was in the field. 
The choice was finally made by almost 
spontaneous action of the delegates. 

THE COMING CONVENTION. 


The 1928 Convention also may re- 
semble that of 1920, at which time Mr. 
Warren G. Harding was the final choice, 
although F. O. Lowden, General Leonard 
Wood and» Senator Hiram Johnson each 
had more pledged delegates at the start. 
Besides Mr. Lowden, Secretary of Com- 
merce; Herbert Hoover, . Vice-President 
Dawes and Speaker Longworth, whose 
names have figured prominently in the 
discussion of possible candidates, there is 
an expectation that a half-dozen others 
will come to the Convention ;~ “ favourite 
sons.”’ 

In most cases their candidature will be 
chiefly for the purpose of holding their 
respective State delegations together and 
putting them in a position to shift to 
the winner when it develops who that 
man may be. Mr. Lowden seems certain 
to have a large block of delegates from 
Western States. Mr. Hoover may have 
a considerable number from the East and 
Far West. Mr. Dawes may have no 
pledged delegates, but is certain to loom 
up prominently in the “dark horse ” 
class as the second choice of many of the 
Lowden delegates. Mr. Longworth may 
start with only his own State of Ohio, but 
is likely to have a considerable potential 
strength elsewhere. 


DEMOCRATIC FEELING. 


The Democrats are viewing the situation 
with mingled feelings of satisfaction and 
regret. Many of them would have pre- 
ferred that President Coolidge would 
become an active candidate and be given 
the nomination in order that the minority 
party might then make an active campaign 
on the third term issue. With a certainty 
of a lively contest within the Republican 
ranks, however, the Democrats see the 
possibility of such bitterness developing 
as to lead to defections on election day 
and a consequent improved prospect for 
the Democratic nominee. 

“It is unthinkable that a President of 
the United States would resort to word 
trickery to delude the public,” Represen- 
tative William A. Oldfield, Arkansas, 
Chairman of the Democratic Congressional 
Committee, declares. ‘1 regret that the 
President did not make his renunciation 
more definite. 

‘Being couched in rather ambiguous 
language, my first impression was like 
that of many others—that, when he said 
he did not ‘choose’ to be candidate again, 
he was putting out what might be called 
a feeler. But I do not wish to do him 
an injustice, and I prefer to accept his 
statement in the spirit that, I fee] sure, 
he intended it—that is to mean that he 
will not be a candidate.”’

Four hundred and thirty-five Fascists of 


‘the National Socialist group, returning to 


Berlin in a special train from a Congress 
in Nuremberg, were arrested by 250 police 
at a surbuban station in ‘the early hours 
of the morning. : I : 

Three months ago this group was 
ordered by the Prussian Government to 
dissolve’ its Berlin Branch and' its 
Brandenburg Provincial Branch, in ‘conse- 
quence of a series of disturbances, in 
youthful wearers of the 
Swastika badge, in exuberant advocacy of 
their creed of racial purity, gave a display 
of hoolivinism, which caused much public 
indignation. ' Not content with revolver 


they ‘molested harmless ‘citizens in the 
streets, and brutally assaulted p< sons who 
expressed other views than their own. 

In spite of the prohihition, several 
hundred former members of the local 
branches travelled together to the Nurem- 
berg Congress! The Berlin police heard 
that on the way there they created dis- 
turharces They are alleged, for instance. 
to have raided a train fn]] of labour 
children on a welfare evenrsion, and 
‘captured’ the children’s flacs. 

Considering the journey en ‘masse to 
suggest ‘at the Berlin Branch had con- 
tinued to lead a secret existence in spite 
of’ the proscription, and supposing, that 
disorders might occur on the retuin to 
Berlin, the police laid a trap at Teltow. 
the last station outside the city. The 
whol train-load was arrested. and all were 
searched for arms and for evidence. of con- 
tinned existence of the local branches. 
Knives, clubs, and “knuckle-dusters "' 
were seized. 

The prisoners were taken to Berlin in 
thirty-six motor lorries, and the police 
corps were sent back to round up a dozen 
men who had left the train during an un- 
scheduled stop at the previous station. 


COMMUNAL RIOTING 
IN BENGAL. 


MOBS DISPERSED BY 
POLICE.

HERMIT’S INFALLIBLE 
SPECIFICS. 


From “ Toe Times ’* CozRESPONDENT. 
RANGUUN, Monday. 

An official communiqué states that during 
the closing months of last year a hermit 
named andaka imposed .on_ credulous 
villagers in the Shwebo district by inducing 
them to pay three rupees a bottle for medi- 
cine, said to be an infallible specific for all 
diseases. Later he induced many villagers to 
be tattooed in the belief that they would be- 
come bullet proof. 

The presence of so many supposedly bullet 
owe individuals caused trouble in the 

hwebo area, and extra military police were 
sent there to preserve order. In June, when 
the trouble had subsided, the military police 
were withdrawn. Since then criminals have 
induced the bullet proof villagers to commit 
a number of dacoities. 

The return of the military police has caused 
these dacoits to split up into several gangs. 
A few days ago a police detachment under 
the command of Captain Jones surprised one 
of these gangs. Four men were captured, 
three were wounded, and three guns and 
several dahs (heavy knives) were taken. It 
is hoped that the remaining gangs will be 
rounded up in a short time. 


SMUGGLED ARMS IN 
INDIA. 


SERIOUS VIEW TAKEN BY 
THE GOVERNMENT. 


From ' Tug Times ’’ CorresponpDeENnt. 
BOMBAY, Monday, 

_ An Indian seaman, charged with the ilfibit 
importation of a revolver and 50 cartridges, 
was to-day sentenced to six months’ rigorous 
imprisonment and a fine of 100 rupees, or in 
default two months’ additional :imprisonment. 

The prosecuting officer brought to the 
magistrate’s noticé a letter from the Secre- 
tary of State, which has been circulated to 
Provincial Governments. It says:— 

“The smuggling of arms has assumed con- 
siderable proportions, and its suppression at 
the present juncture is a matter of special 
importance. A number of cases have 
come to the notice of -the Govern- 
ment of India, in whieh trifling or 
nominal penalties have been imposed on con- 
victed smugglers, and there would appear to 
be little doubt that in some cases the magis- 
trates concerned failed to realise the serious 
nature of the offence. It is unecessary to 
emphasise the unfortunate effect of inade- 
quate sentences in such cases. Smugglers are 
encouraged to continue, and the results of the 
improved methods of detection are nullified. 
It is obvious that unless the penalties in- 
fiicted are sufficiently severe preventive mea- 
sures alone will fail to reduce the volume of 
traffic.” 
_ The letter says, further, that magistrates 
in indiyidyal cases must be guided by their 
own discretion, but should pay due regard to 
the growing volume of this traffic and its 
serious effect upon the maintenance of law 
and order.

THE ORDER OF 
EXECUTION, 
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Press ASSOCIATION SPECIAL 
CORRESPONDENT. 
BOSTON, Monday. 

The chief attorney for the defence, Mr. 
Arthur Hill, baving failed in his 
dramatic race by automobile, steamer and 
fishing boat to obtain a stay of execution 
from Justice Harlan Stone, who is spend- 
ing his summer holidays on a small 
island off the coast of Maine, the 
attorneys for the defence were this after- 
noon at their wits’ end to know which way 
to turn to avert the midnight execution of 
the condemned men, who for seven years 
have been saved from the electric chair by 
every known device in the complications of 
legal practice. 

Little hope row remains, and what there 
is centres on Governor [Fuller and the 
Massachusetts State Courts, Four United 
States Sunieme Justices bave refused to 
imtervene, and counse! for the defence to- 
day pleaded with Governor Fuller for a 
stay of execution to permit them to corn- 
municate with the Supreme Court Judes, 
who might wish to intervene. 


CONDEMNED MEN REJECT 
RELIGION. 

Meanwhile Sacco and Vanzetti remain 
in their cells. They slept well last night 
and seem in fair spirits, although the 
prison doctor is showing some concern over 
the condition of Vanzetti. 

Both men still remain obdurate on the 
question of religion Father Murpry 
again visited them this morning and once 
again urged them to prepare themselves 
for eternity. Boda men refused saying 
that they preferred to die, as they had 
lived, “ outside the Pale.’’ 

Inside the prison all the details for the 
execution have been completed. The wit- 
nesses, who will be few. comprising for the 
most part officials and doctors, will start for 
the death chamber at about 11.50 p.m. 


THE FINAL SCENE. 

After the witnesses have assembled in the 
‘death house” Sacco, Vanzetti and 
Madeiros. who occupy adjoining cells, will be 
fetched out individually, and, surrounded by 
guards, will march along the corridor into 
the death chamber. : 

The electrocution chair stands at one side 
of the room, while a few feet away, ma

The order in which the men will be 
executed lies in the discretion of the Warden, 
hut it seems probable that Madeires w:il go 
first. followed by Sacco. with Vanzetti last. 

The triple execution is expected to take 
about half an hour.

EXCITING SCENES IN 
GENEVA.

GENEVA, ‘Monday. 

Strong speeches denouncing the ' atrocious 
martyrdom ” of Sacco and Vanzetti were 
made here this evening at a public meeting, 
attended by several thousand persons, which 
was organised by t  Sacco-Vanzetti Com- 
mittee. Amid loud applause, the speakers 
demanded the immediate release of both pri- 
soners, and urged their sympathisers to show 
their indignation by a genera] boycott of 
everything American. Large numbers of 
spectators gathered outside the building 
where the meeting was being held, and after 
it was over the crowd marched past the 
United States Consulate boohing and hooting 
and shouting, ‘‘ Assassins.”’ 

DIFFICULT POLICE TASK. | 

The whole police force had been mobilised, 
and the Consulate was strongly guarded. 
Several of the demonstrators were arrested 
and taken inte the Bourse building, where 
th: Consulate is situated, but the hooting 
and whistling continued until 8 o’clock, when 
the police at last succeeded in clearing the 
crowd away from the building. 

All the streets leading to the Consulate 
were barred by cordons of police, and the 
trams had to stop running. Nevertheless, 
further speeches were delivered behind the 
barriers and vociferously cheered, but at 8 
o’clock rain began to fall and the demonstra- 
tors commenced to disperse. 


HEAVY GUARD ON 
EMBASSY. 


ANOTHER HYDE PARK 
DEMONSTRATION. 


If Sacco and Vanzetti have been electro- 
cuted, a Memorial Service will be held in 
Hyde Park to-day. It will be a mass de- 
monstration, and will commence early in the 
afternoon and will]. be carried on continuously 
until 9 p.m.

Although the latest telegrams from America 
leave practically no hope to sympathisers 
with Sacco and Vanzetti, labour partisans 
continue to hold eleventh-hour demonstrations,

RELIGIOUS STRIFE IN 
INDIA. 


GOVERNMENT TO AMEND 
THE LAW. 
From Revurter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
SIMLA, Monday. 

In consequence of the recent controversy 
over the “ Rangilla Rasul ” judgment, the 
Government of India has announced its de- 
cision to amend the law regarding religious 
offences. The Government states that the 
deplorable prevalence of malicious writings 
intended to insult a religion, or outrage 
the religious feelings of others, has led 
the Government of India to examine the 
existing provisions of the law with a View 
of seeing whether they require to be 
strengthened in cases where.such writings 
are not covered by Chapter 15 of the 
Indian Penal Code, which deals with 
offences relating to religion. 

Such cases can, however, usually be 
dealt with under Section 153A of the 
Indian Penal Code, as it is seldom that 
they do not represent an attempt to pro- 
mote feelings of enmity or hatred between 
different classes. It must be recognised, 
however, that this is only an indirect way 
of dealing with acts which may properly 
be made punishable in themselves, apart 
from the question as to whether they may 
have the further effect of promoting feel- 
ings of enmity or hatred between classes. 

The Government of India has, tHerefore, 
decided to introduce a bill at once, into 
the Legislative Assembly with the object 
of inserting into Chapter 1 of the Indian 
Pen»! “- a a new section which will make 
it a specific offence intentionally to insult 
or attempt to insult a religion, or outrage 
or attempt to outrage the religious feelings 
of any class of His Majesty's subjects. 
Certain consequential amendments will 
also be proposed in the Code of Criminal 
Procedure.

whom over four hundred are from. the 
British Isles, arrived in Montreal over the 
week-end for the official opening, which took 
place here this morning. The Congress con- 
sists of ten separate Mining and Metallurgical 
Institutes from Great Britain, South Africa, 
Australia, India and Canada. At this morn. 
ing’s inaugural session the chair was taken 
by Sir Rebert Horne, the Hon. President, 
who, with the Hon. Charles Stewart, 
Canadian Minister of the Interior, and Presi- 
dent of the Congress, delivered inaugural 


addresses. 

fhe Congress will be divided into two 
sections for a tour of all the Dominion’s 
mining centres. One tour goes right through 
Canada by special train to the Pacific coast, 
while” the other confines its attention to 
Central and Eastern Canada. The Congress 
is being held under the auspices of the 
Canadian Institute of Mining and Metallurgy. 
The local golf clubs have extended their 
privileges to the delegates, who are being 
taken on a sight-seeing tour of Montreal this 
afternoon, including a trip through the 
famous Lachine Rapids by a steamer. 

To-morrow morning will be devoted to the 
reading of technical papers, and in the even- 
ing delegates will leave by special train for 
Ottawa and the Niagara Falls, 

The: next technical sessions will be held 
in Toronto on August 25 and 26, 

In his presidential address, Sir Robert 

Horne said that there is no country in which 
such rapid progress has been made as in 
Canada during the last twenty years in the 
development cf mining and in the production 
of important metals.

DEAN INGE’S ADVICE TO 
UNBELIEVERS.

“We are not a body of disloyal Church- 
men, we are not a body of dyspeptic 
critics, we do not want to break with the 
past. Our object is not to put new wine 
inte old bottles, but to find new bottles 
for the good old wine.” This explanation 
was offered by Dean Inge in his presi- 
dential address, at the opening of the 
Modern Churchmen’s Conference, at 
Birmingham last night. 

The conference, which will last eight 
days, has drawn prominent members of 
the Church and laity from all parts of 
Great Britain. 

Lord Charnwood presided at the open- 
ing meeting, and the Bishop of Birming- 
ham, Dr. Barnes, also addressed the large 
gathering. 

Dean Inge, speaking on ‘‘the spiritual 
nature of the Christian religion,” said 
that they were living at the end of an 
extraordinary epoch in history marked 
especially by the advance of applied 
science and a vast increase of wealth and 
population, but there had been no corre- 
sponding advance in art, or the spiritual 
life, and society had been dislocated. 
Some cri out “We want a new 
religion ”; others “ We want the old 
religion ”; others “ We want no religion 
st all.” All were wrong. Civilisation 
would stand or fal] with Christianity, 
nut Christianity looked forward, not back- 
word, like Lot’s wife. 


ADVICE TO UNBELIEVERS. 

* As to the fool: who said in his heart, 
‘There is no God,’ let him go to Moscow. 
(Laughter.) It will prepare him,”’ said 
the Dean, “ for the worst that may befall! 
him in another life.” (Renewed laughter.) 

Christianity was a universal and 
spiritual religicn based on the revelation 
brought by Christ, who taught us the 
nature and will of God, and how man 
ought to live in order to be saved. It was 
unfortunate that Christianity crystallised 
just when one civilisation was dying and 
another was not yet born. The forward 
look of the first Christians disappeared. 
All hopes were banished to another life. 

The conversion of Europe in the fourth 
century was much more a victory of the 
Church over the Empire than of the 
Gospel over Paganism. The Church of 
Rome stepped into the shoes of the dying 
Empire. Under this system the religion 
of the spirit lived on, but lived a cramped 
and hothouse life. Protestantism was a 
revolt against a Church startled by 
formalism and unethical legalism. It 
proclaimed the freedom of the individual 
conscience and the right of immediate 
access to God. It was thus, in part, 4 
return to the original Gospel. 


OHIEF SEAT OF AUTHORITY IN 
RELIGION. 

The shifting of the centre of gravity in 
religion from authority to experience 
ushered in a new period in which both 
Protestantism and mysticism must play a 
prominent part. The chief seat of 
authority in religion would be no longer 
the Church, or the Bible, but the testi- 
mony of the Holy Spirit interpreting the 
teaching of the New Testament. The 
Church of the future would have its centre 
in Jesus Christ, but in the living and self- 
revealing Christ, with a fresh message for 
each generation. Such was the faith of 
all “‘ modern ” Churchmen; but they had 
to remember that spiritual religion was 
the most difficult as it was the highest 
kind of religion to live by. 

The Bishop of Birmingham said that 
English modernism was a constructive 
movement of positive religious value. He 
regarded it as the most promising and the 
most important movement in the Anglican 
Church at the present time. 


THRILLING RESCUE 
SCENES.

LIVES SAVED BY BOATMEN. 


The prompt action of the boatmen at 
Ventnor, Isle of Wight, yesterday, saved tha 
lives of at least four persons, who, in an 
attempt to rescne a bather, Harold Graham, 
got into difficulties. 

Graham was in distress in the rough sea, 
and three other bathers, Mr. Andre Verdi, 
Lieutenant R. Hayward, R.N., and Miss 
Enid Caws immediately went to his assist- 
ance, but, were unable to get him ashore. 

Mr. Laurence Spencer who, with his two 
brothers, William and Robert, went to the 
rescue, said to a Press Association represen- 
tative:—‘‘ A visitor, Mr. Graham, got into 
difficulties while swimming, and several other 
bathers swam to him. We launched a boat, 
but by the time we got there the swimmers 
were in difficulties, and all were involved. 
We picked them all up and got them all 
ashore. 

“Two others, Jack and Derrick Spencer, 
had swum in off the beach fully clothed, and 
they were also in difficulties. We went out a 
second time and got them. There was still 
another fellow in trouble, a bathing 
attendant named Arnold, and another boat 
picked him up. He had to be brought round 
by artificial respiration. There was a heavy 
sea running, and both boats were swamped.” 

Lieutenant Hayward stated that but for 
the action of the watermen four of those 
concerned would have been drowned.

An important letter was read from the 
Ministry of Education at the oe meeting 
of the County Fermanagh Regional Education 
Committee in reply to a letter from the 
Clerk regarding the position of Northern 
students and Trinity College and other uni- 
versities in the Free State. 

It had Ween held by the Secretary of the 
County Council (Mr. W. H. West, J.P.), 
acting upon a letter from the Ministry of 
Home Affairs, and stated also by the Secre- 
tary to the Committee, that Northern County 
Council scholarships were not tenable at a 
University in the Free State, and Lord Bel- 
more (Chairman of the Committee), in com- 
menting on the attitude of the Northern 
Ministry, spoke of them as “ Belfast 
blighters and selfish blackguards,” and also 
said that they were “ Belfast Sinn Feiners— 
themselves alone.’’ 

The letter from the Ministry points out 
that the County Fermanagh scholarshi 
scheme, which has receive © the approval c 
the Ministry, provides that university scholar- 
ships will be tenable “in a University ” ap- 

roved by the Committee. There is no 
imitation in this which would preclude the 
Committee from approving for this purpose 
of Trinity College, Dublin, or, indeed, of any 
University situated in the Irish Free State. 


“ MISLED.” 


The Chairman (Lord Belmore) said that it 
seemed to him that they had been misled by 
what Mr. W. H. West (Secretary, County 
Council) and the Secretary of the Regional 
Committee had told them. It appeared to be 
all right now, as they had been kept in 
ignorance of the true state of affairs. They 
were glad to find out now the correct 
position. 

Sir Basil S. Brooke, Bart.—The only thing 
is that your remarks about the Ministry of 
Education received a great deal of publicity. 

Chairman—That was not my doing. 

Sir B. Brooke—No. Every one is entitled 
to his opinion; but it would be wrong if 
those ‘remarks of yours went out as the feel- 
ings of this Committee. 

he Chairman said that he had been under 
@ misapprehension all along. and he was 
glad that the matter had now been cleared 
up. It was not really the Education Ministry 
he had referred to, but the power and in- 
fluence behind it. He was glad to find that 
the Ministry was all right. Perhaps, part of 
his language had been a little too strong, 
but this matter would never have been ven- 
tilated if it had not been. 


THE EDUCATION ACT. 


Mr. J. Coffey said that if Lord Belmore’s 
remarks had been addressed to the Ministry 
of Education he would have got ‘thousands 
to sg “ir him. The Education Act has 
caused strife and ill-feeling all over the 
country. It had certainly blighted education 
in the Lisnaskea district. 

Chairman—I quite agree with you. It was 
the fault of the Government. It is causing 
ill-feeling between the various Churches.

THE BATTLE OF JUTLAND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—Political matters are of moment; for 
life is made up of a number of things; but 
last night such matters seemed to me 
little worth set by the side of grim realities. 
I was coming down Fitzwilliam square into 
Fitzwilliam street at about 11 p.m., and I 
watched a wretchedly thin man hobble across 
the road to a Wustebin that stood in the 
shadow of one of the houses. He slowly 
turned over the contents of old rubbish, 
evidently in search of something eatable. A 
smal: chunk of bread rewarded his search, 
and he carefully, looking round first, put it 
into his pocket as if he had found a treasure. 

I spoke to him, and he told me that he 
was desperately hungry—had slept in the 
open on the previous night and had no food 
that day. I noticed that his middle finger 
was missing from one hand. ‘“‘ The Battle 
of Jutland,’ he smiled grimly. It was 
patheti> to see the relief with which he took 
a parcel of food kindly provided for him by 
tenants in my block of flats.

The concluding sessions of the World 
Conference on Faith and Order, held to 
day under the chairmanship of Dr. 
Garvie, examined in detail the final re- 
ports on ‘“‘ The Sacraments ” and “' The 
Christian Ministry.’’ These reports, to- 
gether with a Preamble written by Bishop 
Brent, complete a declaration to all 
Christendom on the subject of Christian 
unity. 
THE CHRISTIAN MINISTRY. 
The report presented by the Bishop of 
Gloucester on ‘‘ The Christian Ministry ” 
was accepted during the morning session 
without any difficulty. It expresses sub- 
stantial accord on the following five 
points :'— 
(1) The*Ministry is a gift of God through 
Christ to His Church, and is essential to the 
being and well-being of the Church. 
(2) The Ministry is perpetually authorised 
and made effective through Christ and His 
Spirit. 
(á) The purpose of the Ministry is to 
impart to men the saving and sanctifying 
benefits of Christ through pastoral service, 
the preaching of the Gospel, and the admini- 
stration of the Sacraments, to be made effec- 
tive by faith. 
(4) The Ministry is entrusted with the 
government and discipline of the Church, in 
whole or in part. 
(5) Men gifted for the work of the 
Ministry. called by the Spirit and accepted 
by the Church. are commissioned through an 
act of ordination, by prayer and the laying 
on of hands, to exercise. the function of this 
Ministry. 
With respect to the differences concern- 


ing the nature of the Ministry, the report 
expresses the opin that the first step 
towards their conquest is the frank recog- 
nition that they exist and a clear defini- 
tion of their nature. A statement on 
this point is added as an appendix to the 
report, and it is suggested that the 
various Churches should give to this 
statement their thoughtful consideration. 


THE SACRAMENTS. 

The statement on the Sacraments, presented 
by Bishop Cannon at the morning session, 
did not find instant acceptance owing to 
differences of opinion on the remark, ‘‘ We 
recognise that under certain conditions the 
spiritual values of the Sacraments may be 
realised by Divine grace where the outward 
signs are absent ’’—introduced, it was ex- 
EEA to give satisfaction to the Society of 

riends. The committee to which this ques- 
tion was again referred found a solution, 
agreed upon by the entire conference, by 
explaining this clause in an earlier paragraph, 
which now reads :— 
The Orthodox Church and others hold that 
there are seven Sacraments, and that, for 
their valid administration, there must be a 
proper form, a proper matter, and a proper 
Ministry. Others can regard only Baptism 
and the. Lord’s Supper as Sacraments. 
Others, again, while attaching high value to 
the Sacramental principle, do not make use 
of the outward signs of the Sacraments, but 
hold that all the spiritual benefits are given 
through immediate contact with God through 
His Spirit. 
ARCHBISHOP OF ARMAGH'S REPORT. 
Report No. 7, presented by the Archbishop 
of Armagh, on “The Unity of Christendom 
in relation to existing Churches,” will not 
reach the Churches, at any rate for some 
time, as it was only “ received ” by the Con- 
ference for study by the Continuation 
Committee. The Arcibthon of Armagh, in pre- 
senting this report, said he felt that an 
almost impossible task had been entrusted to 
his committee, but that the outlines reached 
corresponded in a remarkable way with that

Before dispersing many of the delegates 
signed a petition to the Soviet Government 
appealing for freedom for clergy and laity 
alike in devotion and in the practice of their 
faith. 

Although the Conference has shown that 
there are many points on which unity 1s not 
yet possible, it is generally felt among the 
delegates that much good work has been done 
and that a task which must inevitably require 
many years for completion will be found, in 
the future, to have been much simplified by 
the Lausanne’ discussions.

CANON BUCHANAN ON THE

Christ Church, Londonderry, celebrated its 
ninety-seventh anniversary last Sunday, when 
special Services were held, the preacher being 
Rev. Canon L. (i. Buchanan, M.A., Vicar 
of St. Luke’s, Radcliffe square, London, and 
a native of Londonderry. 

Canon Buchanan said that. in England 
to-day many of the rising generation were 
ceasing to have the will to worship. ‘If they 
went into a Church in England to-day they 
would find that the worshippers there were 
chiefly either under 18 years or over 90. 
They would find very few between those 
ages. The position in England was very 
serious in that respect. It was not so serious 
in Ireland. Thank God, the Irish people still 
felt that religiop was the thing that mattered, 
and that religidn was no empty form. But 
just as dress fashions came from the Con- 
tinent and England across to Ireland, so also 
was there the danger of this non-Church- 
going fashion coming across to Ireland, and, 
therefore, he warned them to see that the 
rising generation carried on the great tradt- 
tions of their forefathers.

4,121,000 bags in the previous year.
